Other: Applicant's arguments that amended claim 2 is not anticipated by Uehara because Uehara fails to disclose the 
display device, the vibration generator, and the operation switch being arranged in the order of: [display device] - [operation switch] - 
[vibration generator] or 

[vibration generator] - [operation switch] - [display device], are not persuasive since this arrangement is not positively claimed. Claim 2 
states that the display device, the operation switch, and the vibration generator are arranged in the longitudinal direction of the electronic 
clinical thermometer such that "the operation switch is located adjacent to the display device and the vibration generator is located 
adjacent to the operation switch." Uehara teaches this arrangement because the operation switch (9) is located adjacent, i.e., not 
distant/nearby, to the display device (7), and the vibration generator (8) is located adjacent, i.e., not distant/nearby, to the operation switch
